HOW WILL HE SHAPE UP IN THE WORLD CUP? 


Immortality or inferno: 
which way for Arok? 


An immortal or a monumental fail- 
ure — these are the two drastic ex- 
tremes between which Frank Arok 
will have to find himself a niche as a 


national coach. 

A great deal rides on that event: asmall fortune for 
West Nally — or rather, a chance to recoup some big 
investments — pride and big bonuses for Arok and his 
players, possible free trips for a number of journalists 
and TV crews to Mexico and a nice boon — possibly a 
farewell present — to ASF boss Arthur George. 

This will be Australia’s sixth World Cup campaign 
and it will be orchestrated by our sixth World Cup 
coach Not one ever lasted to cover a span of two 
World Cups 

The first one was Tiko Jelisavcic, the former Yugal 
star who, after some patchy preparations in northern 
Queensland, took his team to Phnom Penh, Cambodia, 
there to suffer two shocking maulings at the hands of 
the unknown North Koreans. 

As all other teams in the Asian regions had with- 
drawn, for various political and protest reasons, the 
two wins — one of them to the tune of 6-1 — was 
enough to carry the North Koreans to the finals in 
England in 1966. 

Neither Jelisavcic nor the joint managers, Jim 
Bayutti and Ian Brusasco, played prominent national 
team roles after that. 

On our ‘immortal or monumental’ scale of 0 to 10, 
Jelisavcic would have to settle for a very low mark, 
about 3. 

Then came the reign of ‘Uncle’ Joe Vlasits whose 
job was to take Australia to the Mexico finals in 1970. 

Having assembled a brilliant team — by Australian 
standards — Vlasits failed by a hair's breath, largely 
because of basic administrative blunders. 

After having won a tournament in Seoul against 
Japan and South Korea, the Australian adminis- 
tration — 

© agreed to play outlawed Rhodesia in neutral Mo- 
zambique, thousands of miles from here but next door 
to the South Africans; 

@ made the most horrible travel arrangements to 
reach Tel Aviv, two days before the play-off against 
Israel, 

e delayed the start of preparations in Sydney for 
the return game until the Thursday before Sunday's 
match — two days AFTER Israel had begaii training 
at Wentworth Park. 

Even so, Australia went out only by the one goal, 
that loss in Tel Aviv. 

Joe Viasits earned himself a comfortable 6 on our 
scale but manager John Barclay and especially the 
ASF management of the day came out of the affair 
with their wings clipped. 

Or so one would have thought. But John Barclay 
was re-appointed for the 1973 campaign when Rale 

Rasic, a virtual unknown from Melbourne, took over 
from Viasits. 

And this was glory, glory hallelujah all the way to 
Hamburg and Berlin. 


Rasic’s balanced, skilful team took all hurdles well, 
even if there were some scary moments. the return 
match against Iran in Teheran which could have been 
worse than the ‘required’ 0-2 and then, in the play offs, 
that memorable Sydney match against South Korea 
where the Asians should have and could have won bya 
very comfortable margin — except for some incred- 
ible misses and great saves by Jim Fraser. 






Something of a rarity appeared in 
print just recently, a major feature ar- 
ticle on Australian soccer in the 
“Sydney Morning Herald’s’’ sports 
section. 


This, in itself, is worthy of comment mixed with 
some measure of amazement. But there is more to it 
than that, the feature was in the form of a half pege 
interview with ASF president Sir Arthur George, dis- 
cussing our code’s “problems and future". No doubt 
at all, the time is ripe for re-examination of this in- 
exhaustible subject — or rather, a thorough Study of 
how the ASF sees matters in this year of 1985. 

Well, there is not much reason for cheering, as Sir 
Arthur did not come up with any new initiatives nor, 
dare we whisper, solutions. It is still just a litany of 
blame on all the real and imagined “bogeys’’ soccer 
must put up with. 

The dreaded ethnics clinging foolishly to their iden- 
tity (which incidentally assuras them of some specta- 
tor support, unlike the Panriths and others of their 
kind), media prejudice and TV’s insularity, and so on 
ad infinitum. 

The only thing which seems to have escaped close 








In the end — after two draws — the decider was 
Staged in Hong Kong where that Sunday shot of 
Jimmy Mackay was enough to clinch the trip to 
Germany to the finals. 

A late night debate in Canberra's Parliament House 
was interrupted by Sports Minister Frank Stewart to 
make the announcement and Australia experienced 
its most thrilling soccer moments in its almost 100 
years of history. 

Even the excursion to Germany in 1974 couldn't be 
described as a humiliating failure: a competitive 0-2 
defeat to East Germany and a 0-3 against the eventual 
winner West Germany was followed by a 0-0 against 
Chile in Berlin. 

Rasic achieved the ‘imortal’ status and a ranking 
of 9 on our scale; only a match win could have lifted 
him even higher. As for John Barclay, his second 
term with the team made up for the disappointment of 
his first outing. 

A period of turmoil followed. Rasic got involved in 
a long and unwinnable war with Arthur George and 
was relieved of his post; immortality in Australia 
only lasts fleeting moments... 

An unknown Englishman, Brian Green was appoint- 
ed but was soon replaced when found guilty in a lower 
court of shoplifting. 

With John Warren and Alan Vest vying for the job to 
replace him, the usual State jealousies Jed to a dead- 
lock — and the compromise appointment of Jim 
Shoulder (Jim Who?) who later admitted having ap- 
plied only on a ‘whys not’ basis. 

The likeable but inexperienced Shoulder and his 
equally likeable but far too gentle and soft manager, 
Mike Weinstein, between them made a hash of the 
1977 campaign 

With home defeats in Sydney and Melbourne 
against Iran and Kuwait, all hopes were dashed early 
in the piece and eventually the team finished a lowly 
4th in its group, won by Iran. 

Shoulder’s rating could not be higher than a lowly 3. 

During the 1978 World Cup finals in Argentina ASF 
chief Arthur George happened to bump into itinerant 
German coach Rudi Gutendorf and was hugely im- 
pressed by his record. 

Gutendorf didn't come cheap: while the finer 
details of his contract have never been revealed, his 
package is believed to have been worth $50,000 or 
more a year. 

Gutendorf was now the new Messiah; from late 1978 
to mid-198) the ASF went out of its way to facilitate 
all his preparations and work for the great moment 
when we would reach the finals in Spain. 

But it all came apart at the seams at the first pull. 
The ASF — one suspects with Gutendorf’s approval — 
agreed to a disastrously stupid deal with New Zea- 
land, staging the two deciding matches at the start 
of the long campaign 

And after a 3-3 draw in Auckland came the cold 
shower in Sydney a dismal 0-2 loss as the majority of 
players came to dislike the methods of Gutendorf. A 
sort of death wish prevailed

Scrutiny is Sir Arthur's conduct of the ASF, which he 
has dominated for 16 long years. in that time we have 
had international success once, in 1974 when we 
reached the World Cup finals, without any profes- 
sional effort to cash in on that fleeting moment of 
glory. There has been a never-ending procession of 
Socceroo coaches hand-picked by the ASF president, 
all of them abject failures or discarded for political 
reasons. 

Modia relations are still abysmal, marketing has 
been the province of people with no understanding of 
or interest in the sport, the National League was rail- 
roaded into an ethnic witchhunt and wholesale Amer- 
icanisation resulting in the mass desertion of 
fans ... need one go on? 

Only to state that TV exposure will come when the 
game is presented in an entertaining and professional 
fashion. And, oh yes, in answer to Sir Arthur's quoted 
question in the “Sydney Morning Herald," as to 
whether “I'm being fair in hanging on so long” as 
ASF president, the answer in my opinion is a resoun- 
ding ""no"™ 

it’s time for new faces, younger people and fresh 
thinking in soccer if the slide back to the obscurity of 
the fifties is to be halted. Do the right thing, Sir Ar- 
thur. Sixteen years is a fair innings. 











At the post-match press conference, held in the 
annex of the Australian dressing room, Arthur George 
openly held Gutendorf responsible. 

One reporter asked Gutendorf whether he'd resign 
and the peppery, agitated German exploded. But next 
morning, in a suburban Sydney hotel, Gutendorf's ‘re- 
signation’ was duly announced. In fact, he was sack- 
ed, with some handsome severance pay, and replaced 
by Les Scheinflug who later was replaced by Arok. 

On our scale: Gutendortf 4. 

And so now it’s Arok’s turn. He is after Jelisavcic 
and Rasic, the third Yugoslav even if of Hungarian 
stock. We have yet to have an Aussie-born coach in 
charge of a World Cup bid.

Edmund Kreft has delivered the most 
stinging criticism ever of Sydney City 
Hakoah, saying that it should be 
kicked out of the NSL immediately! 


They do noth- 
ing for Australian soccer, abs@Qutely nothing. They 
don’t draw crowds and all they ever do is buy success. 
Sure, they’ve got good players but for me the club isa 
total wipe-off and the best thing that could happen to 
the NSL is for Sydney City to be kicked out and their 
players join clubs that draw crowds and contribute 
something to the game in this country,’ said Kreft. 

Kreft’s anger still was near boiling point after 
Hakoah refused to release David Mitchell to Juven- 
tus. Mitchell has joined Seiko in Hong Kong, after a 
one and half year stint with Scottish giant Glasgow 
Rangers. Mitchell's contractual ties with Hakoah end 
in August, when he’ll be able to return to Australia as 
a free agent. 

“As far as I’m concerned,Sydney City has com- 
pletely discredited itself over the Mitchell affair. He 
(Mitchell) wanted to come here and getback into the 
Adelaide. Of course, he’s always had a soft spot for 
Adelaide City and we’d agreed terms with him but 
Sydney City was totally unreasonable in its 
demands,” said Kreft. 

“So what have we got now? Adelaide City has 
missed out on a top player which could have got us 
results and brought between 3,000 and 4,000 more fans 
to our games. The national team also has missed out 
And what has Sydney City achieved? Nothing!” 

Juventus offered Mitchell, its former star Striker, a 
$70,000 home as part of the most lucrative contract 
ever offered in South Australian soccer history 

The optimist in Kreft surfaces when he calms down 
and starts to talk about what the remainder of the 1985 
season holds for his charges without Mitchell’s 
enormous talents up front. 

“I assure you that we will improve and I’m absolu- 
tely confident that we can make the top five. Losing 
Melta, Flounders and Tobin through injury is a big 
blow to a club like ours. We haven’t got the resources 
of giants like Sydney city and South Melbourne. We 
reals simply go out and buy success like they have 

one.”’ 

Juventus controlled its recent game against Pre- 
ston Makedonia for almost 75 minutes and in that time 
Kreft saw positive signs that the style of football he 
wants his side to play is emerging 

“IT know that the only way to get fans back to games 
iS to play attractive football and we dominated the 
game against Preston for almost 75 minutes. Preston 
can learn about skill and how to knock the ball around 
by watching us but we also can learn about determina- 
tion and strength from watching them. They beat us 
because they knocked us off our feet in the final 15 
minutes 

“We've lost players over the last couple of years 
and I’ve had to bring on the youngsters, but players 
like Maxwell, Tobin and Cecere are maturing quickly 
which is a good sign I've spent about $8,500 on new 
players over the past two years and Sost players worth 
$80,000. Go ask Sydney City and South Melbourne how 
much they've spent in that time.’ 

Kreft, 56, is in his third coaching stint with Juven- 
tus. He coached the team, then in State League, for 
four years in the first half of the 1970s, took a year off 
“to get a break’’ then returned and in the opinion of 
many critics, guided one of the finest footballing 
outfits in NSL history during his second term in 1977 
and midway through 1978 That 1977 side still] stands 
out in his mind 

“That was the best Adelaide City team ever to play 
in the NSL. That's how I want my present players to 
play It was attractive soccer that also got results

Kreft marvels at ball skills from a bygone era, but 
while the 1950s and 60s produced great artistry, the 
80s are a lot more competitive. 

“Back in the old days we imported classy players to 
Australian not third and fourth division playersm It 
was far more skilful then but the game now is faster, 
the marking is tighter, and it’s a lot more com- 
petitive. In the 60s we'd train twice a week. Now it’s 
three or four times a week and the fitness level is far 
superior.” 

Kreft was born in Poland and played as a centre 
forward or inside right with Polonia, now in Second 
Division, He represented the state of Gadansk 33 
times and almost followed the great Vic Janczyk to 
Polonia Melborne in 1959 but was unable to gain a re- 
lease from his ciub 

Kreft finally came to Polonia Adelaide in 1961, 
played with the club for a couple of years and coached 
it for five years. He also played for South Australia, 
making his debut when he was 37! ; 

He became coach of South Australia in 1967, a posi- 
tion he held for eight years, guiding the state team in 
36 games. He was the first coach in the state's history 
to earn a draw against a touring side (Inter Bratisla- 
va, 1-1 in xo71) and the first coach to record a win 
against a touring side (Legia Warsaw 2-1, in 1974) 

**} introduced a youtn policy to the state team. Back 
in 1967 and 1968 I played Bugsy Nyskohus, John Perin, 
Roger Romanowicz and Billy Birch and in the ear] 
70s | introduced Barry Reynolds and Roy Burket to 
the team.” 

Maybe it’s his established reputation and his fine 
football background which have stopped him from 
ever having to apply for a coaching job 

“I have never applied for a coaching job in my life 
and I never will. If someone thinks that I’m the man 
for the job then they can approach me and we'll see 
what can be done.” 

He's in the second year of his third term as Ju- 
ventus coach and there certainly is a big job to be 
done as Kreft tried to rekindle the flame which burn~”

That's been 
the amazing turnaround in the for- 
tunes of Sunshine-George Cross and 
as the side has emerged as a much 
more competitive unit this year, full 
back Chris Taylor has captured the 
spotlight as one of the best bali play- 
ing defenders in the league. 


The skills once used by Taylor to taunt and tease 
defenders now are being used to hold the ball under 
pressure, take on and beat forwards if need be, and 
add to the attacking bite of the newlook George Cross 
at every opportunity 

Taylor, 25, belongs to a rare breed of imports to 
Australian soccer. He never played in_the English 
Leagues so he has no tales to tell of what could have 
been, no reminiscences about the fickle finger of fate 
which struck him a telling blow as he was about to 
make it big back home. 

He even was on the verge of giving soccer away as a 
16-year-old and trying to make his mark in county 
cricket with Leicestershire. 

“I've not got a lot to talk about when it comes fo 
what I did in England. I'm not like a lot of others out 
here who played with big sides.”’ 

But not all the good players make it big in their 
native country. Taylor's claim to fame before coming 
to Austraka was playing with Friar Lane Old Boys 
and then Oadby Town in the Leicestershire League. 
Another of the men playing a part in the revitalisation 
of George Cross, midfielder Roger Bain, also played 
with Oadby Town. Taylor and Bain first met as 15 
year olds 

It was the father of former Sunshine City player 
Mick Dixey, who spotted Taylor and Bain while holi- 
daying in England and in June, 1981, the young players 
arrived to have a crack at the Victorian State League. 

Jim McIntyre was coaching Sunshine then, but he 
quit after a 1-5 loss to Melbourne Croatia. Curiously 
enough, Croatia coach Fred Bunce was sacked after 
that match, but that’s another story. 

Since then, Taylor has played under Ray Pocock 
and Stevie Gaw, Dave O’Connor, Tommy Traynor, 
Billy Wilkinson and current boss John Gardiner. 

“Tl won't say anything bad about any coach I've 
played under. They’ve all got their own ideas. 

“But John Gardiner’s the best. He’s got a lot of 
ideas about the game and he’s also prepared to learn. 
He’s got an awful lot of respect as a coach, in fact I’ve 
yet to hear a player say a bad word about him. Anyone 
can run you, but when it comes to taking you aside and 
telling you quite specifically what you’re doing wrong 
or doing right, I’ve never come across anyone like 
Gardiner. He’s one of the only coaches I’ve seen who 
can tell you exactly what you’re doing out on the park. 

‘“‘Gardiner has a specific style that he'd like us to 
adopt and to be honest, I don’t think that we've mas- 
tered it yet, but that takes time. We're certainly 
better organised than we've ever been.” 

Sunshine and George Cross amalgamated late in 
1982. According to Taylor, Sunshine was ‘‘a family 
club, but it wasn’t really going anywhere,”’ and the 
amalgamation has been to his advantage. 

“Well, I'm better off financially, of course, and I'm 
playing in the National League, the best club soccer in 
Australia. And the fans have been great to me. Some 
of them are pretty highly strung and get excited from

time to time But I've got no complaints. When we 
struggled last year we still got about 2,000 to our home 
games which says a lot about the loyaity of our fans. 

The highlight of Taylor’s stint with Sunshine was 
reaching the final of the 1981 Dockerty Cup, only to go 
down 0-2 to Green Gully. The day before that match, 
Taylor went to watch the Sunshine reserves in action 
against Juventus. The reserves were short, so Taylor 
decided to play. He ended up in goal and Juventus won 
4-2, thanks to three own goals which Taylor emphat- 
ically denies had anything to do with him. 

Since coming to Australia, he’s played in every 
position on the field. 

But Taylor isn’t the only gifted defender in the Sun- 
shine-George Cross first team squad. 

“When I first came here, | thought that John Camp- 
elj would be a world-beater. He still can be, especially 
the way he’s going this season. I've never seen him as 
fast or as fit as he is right now. | think he’s finally 
maturing as a player and | think that he’s got a big, 
big future.” 

Taylor’s praise isn't only reserved for team mates. 

“Gary McDowell is the best player I've seen here. 
He's got no weaknesses that I can see. He’s quick, 
he’s very, very hard, and he can play as well.” 

Having sung Gardiner’s praises earlier, Taylor 
turned to another reason for the change in the for- 
tunes of Sunshine-George Cross. 

“T think that a lot of us got taken by surprise when 
we came into the National League. In actual skill, 
there’s not a big gap between the NSL and State 
League, but sides are a lot more disciplined and far 
better organised at this level. 

“we've got used to the competitive edge In the NSL 
now. And we can go to places like Brisbane knowing 
that we can get a result. Sides like Brisbane City and 
Lions used to come down to our pace last year and 
just hang back then hit us on the break and steal the 
points. We'd go up there and run ourselves silly in the 
first 30 minutes. We’re a lot more controlled now.” 

There are no championship medals or cup winners’ 
medals sitting on a mantlepiece in Taylor's home, 
just one trophy — for being judged the best and fairest 
player at Sunshine-George Cross in 1983. 

He still is one of the finest performers at the club, 
and at last he’s attracting the media attention his 
talents deserve.

Brisbane City and Lions officials 
who watched last week's ‘Olympic 
Airways National Soccer League”’ 
show on SBS could be excused for 
easing back into the comfort of exec- 
utive-style armchairs, letting out a 
puff of air from between pursed lips 
and lighting a welcome cigarette 
when Canberra striker Manis Lamond 
missed the penalty which gave 
Sydney Olympic a berth in the 
National Cup semi-finals. 


Throughout the few minutes of action shown from 
that match, those same officials, ashen-faced and bal- 
ancing precariously on the edge of their armchairs, 
probably were as mesmerised as 1 was as Lamond 
treated viewers to an enthralling display of ex- 
ceptional close ball control, blistering pace, and 
youthful cockiness in taking on opponents. 

There are few sights I enjoy more in soccer than 
watching a kid turning more experienced opponents 
inside out. 

If you're a club official, there are few sights more 
gut-wrenching than watching a player you could have 
eg nothing, on the verge of stardom with another 
club. 

The ultimate irony would be for Lamond to elevate 
himself to superstar status and be bought by one of the 
Brisbane clubs for thousands of dollars, for he was 
right under their noses for four years, after arriving 
in Australia -in 1979 fromhis native Papua New Gui- 
nea. ’ 

Lamond now is 18, in a foreign country, hoping 10 
gain citizenship, unemployed, but still full of great ex- 
pectations. He clearly gets excited when talking of a 
possible trial at the end of this year with Brazilian 
giant Flamengo. 

“There’s nothing definite yet but there’s a great 
chance that Johnny Warren (Canberra's promotions 
officer) will be arranging a trial for me with Flame- 
ngo. I'd love to go to Brazil and play there,”’ said La- 
mond, speaking on the phone from the private hotel he 
stays at in Canberra. 

And he won't have too many problems assimilating 
into the samba-style soccer in Brazil, thanks to his 
immense talent and the attitude of Canberra coach 
Roy Thompson. 

“] just love taking on blokes and beating them. I 
really love it. And before each game, Roy comes up to 
me and tells me to have a go at them, run at them and 
don’t be scared to take them on.” 

Lamond scared to take them on? You've got to be 
joking. 

But let's praise Thompson, in his first senior coach- 
ing stint at NSL level, for he’s giving Lamond the kind 
of freedom to try things out on the park. 

Lamond returned from his annua} holiday with his 
folks in Port Moresby earlier this year to find that 
Canberra didn’t have a visa vacancy for him. He had 
to wait on the sidelines, itching to get into action, until 
Tom Sermanni’s permanency came through. Finally, 
he was thrown into the fray in Canberra’s home game 
against Marconi two weeks ago and almost won the 
match! 

Our Canberra correspondent, Peter Windsor, wrote 
of Lamond in that match: ‘‘In the 62nd minute, 
Canberra brought on Manis Lamond for his first NSL 
game of 1985 — and immediately Lamond’s close ball 
skills and pace made a noticeable difference.” 

Lamond made his NSL debut against Sydney City 
Hakoah last year. Hakoah won 1-0. 

“My opponent in that match was Steve O’Connor 
and at first he was a terrifying sight but after a while I 
realised that he was only human. 

“But the toughest opponent I've faced so far is Tony 
Henderson of Marconi. he’s hard and very, very ag- 
gressive.” 3 

Another tough assignment for Lamond came late 
last year at the NSL awards night in Sydney, 

“Tl was told that ] had to go to the awards night to 
represent Canberra’s youth team and I was really 
staggered when it was announced that I was the 
National Youth League's Player of the Year.”’

The alternative, faced with 
clubs’ inability or unwilling- 
ness to do something mean- 
ingful, is eventual serious 
injury to someone, with un- 
foreseeable legal  con- 
sequences for all involved by 
action or neglect

Can full-time soccer 
professionalism in 
Australia ever be a 
reality? 

Such a question is so tan- 
talising, almost silly, one is 
too shy to contemplate it, 
given the poorly way our 
set-up compares to the rest 
of the world. 

But are we that poorly? Do 
our players, in comparison 
to the rest of the world, earn 
so little they could not play 
full time? 

Well, if you compare them to 
what, say Falcao or Mara- 
dona get, or even a good 
Italian, Spanish, German or 
English second divison 
player earns, certainly. 

But there are many, many 
more full time soccer pros 
in the world, all of whom are 
required to make an ex- 
clusive work commitment 
to their clubs and who, like 
our players, face an in- 
secure future regarding 
their post-playing days. 

We are probably not quite 
ready for full time profes- 
sionalism just yet — but 
some of our clubs, the 
crazier ones, some would 
say, pay enough money to 
some players already to 
seem on the verge of it. 


Conservative 


Those clubs are the better sup- 
ported ones, the clubs that 
can expect to draw five or 
six thousand to their home 
games on a semi-regular 
basis, and the occasional 
seven or eight thousand to 
their big derbies. 

Sydney City Hakoah is ob- 
viously not one of those. It 
would be representative of 
the more conservative pay- 
ers, the saner clubs, which if 
professionalism were to 
come, would certainly not 
be leading the way. 

A look at Sydney City’s pay- 
ment structure would not 
only reveal partly why they 
win so often, but also, if they 
indeed are the norm, why 
Australian soccer does not 
yet seem ready to support 
full time players. 

The Slickers pay just $100 per 
man per match, guaranteed 
minimum. 

Their winning bonuses, which 

are uniform for every first 

team member, then begin at 





$80 for the first win, $90 for 

the second and $100 for the 

third win on the trot. The 

winning bonus then stasy on 
$100 until the next loss of a 
point upon which it drops 
back to $86, 

On top come more bonuses 
based on the team’s league 
position: $60 for being 
placed first, $40 for being 
second and $20 for being 
third. 

So far, if Sydney City keeps 
winning bonus then stays on 
cemented at the top, its 
players are earning $260 per 
match. 

Then come the signing-on fees 

which are the big mystery of 

player earnings. 


$6000 


At Sydney City they range 
from $3,000 to $11,000. Lf you 
take an average first team 
member on, say, a $6,000 
signing-on fee per year, he is 
getting about $150 per week 
of the ten-month period on 
which his signing-on fee is 
paid out. 

Now his total is $410 per 
match. 

For winning the championship 
— and by championship, I 
mean the championship not 
the “grand final’’ — Sydney 
City last year paid $1,000 per 
man. 

lf City were to give the same 
reward this year, our aver- 
age player would earn, if 
spread out over 22 games, 
another $45 per match. 

That would bring his match 
total to $455 — but let’s re- 
member that it’s a match 
total not a weekly wage. 

lf the player were full time 
his match total would need 
to be spread over 52 weeks. 
And that figure would come 
to a miserly $192.50 per 
week. 


And for that Sydney City would 
have to winthe 
championship and do it by 
staying on top of the league 
from week one to week 22. 


Although this is a shorter than 
usual Australian season and 
players will earn a smaller 
total than normal, that is a 
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long way from financial se- 
curity. 


To bring that figure up to, say, 
$400 per weck — which is 
just above the national aver- 
age wage — Sydney City, in 
a successiul season, would 
need to find another $484,000 
per year. 

And that’s not a full squad of, 
say, 16 with which any club 
would need to start the sea- 
son. 

But while Sydney City pays 
conservatively, with a high 
emphasis on winning in- 
centives (they’ve been 
known to throw in an end-of- 
season overseas tour for 
championship-winning 
teams), what of the other 
clubs where the story 
appears to be different. 


A reliable source tells me one 
Sydney player, 2 Socceroo, 
is on around $700 for a win — 
and that is quite separate 
from his signing-on fee 
which must be hefty indeed. 


lf his match fee is, say, $400 
and his signing-on figure is 
$20,000 he will be erning 
$28,800 per year — and 
that’s if his team lost every 
game and took part in only 
22 games. 

lf his team won half of its 
games, which it would need 
to do to finish in the top five, 


his earnings would be 
$32,100. 

Now that is good money for a 
full time family man, close 
to a good young executive 
wage. 

And for that a young execu- 
tive more than likely works 
his butt off — and so should 
a soccer player who, as a 
part timer attends three, 
maybe four training ses- 
sions and plays 99 minutes 
per week — 29 to 25 weeks in 
a year. 

Now, our well-stacked soccer 
star on $28,800-plus per 
year is admittedly a rarity 
and there are not enough of 
him to make entire full-time 
teams. 


A dream 


But there are others. One 
other player, | have on good 
authority, gets $500 a win 
and is on a $16,000 per year 
signing-on fee. 

My point is that such players, 
and all other players who on 
a yearly basis earn a total 
that resembles an accept- 
able working man’s wage 
ought to play soccer full 
time and should be made to 
do so. 

Professionalism is perhaps 
stil] a dream but it seems, in 
terms of total earnings, for 


some of our players it’s al- 
ready a reality. Where cir- 
cumstances allow it, that is 
where the coaches are al- 
ready full time, the training 
facilities are acceptable and 
the funds are sufficient to 
pay a handful of players, say 
the five or six who provide 
the backbone of a team in 
terms of playing strength, 
enough to live on, why not 
make a slow start toward 
full time professionalism. 

And, with all of our unem- 
ployed youth who cannot get 
work even as miserably paid 
apprentices, why not in- 
troduce apprentice schemes 
for teenagers. For them 
even a pittance that might 
be just above the dole would 
represent a day’s pay for a 
day’s work — in other words 
a job. 

I am not certain what tliv tech- 
nical observations are re- 
garding by what degree a 
player improves if he goes 
from part time to full time. 

But if he improves by 20, 30, 
maybe 50 per cent, that is in 
our case a heaven-sent gift 
which would surely put 
leaps of improvement into 
our game. 

1 know that if the highly paid 
player I referred to earlier 
improved by 25 per cent he’d 
walk into most first division 
teams in Europe.

THE GAP 
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Victorian coaching director 





‘Bridging the gap’’, was the title of an ar- 
ticle | read recently which referred to the out- 
come of scientific research in sport and the 
degree to which the information has been ap- 
plied in a practical sense by coaches on the 
field. 


The title of the article made me think deeply about the gap that 
exists between the various groups of people involved in our game. 

The gap can be bridged only by people who are committed to 
enhancing the sporting environment, people who are innovative, 
willing to listen, absorb, question, and make sacrifices; people 
who are committed to achieving their optimum and wish to give 
players every opportunity to do likewise. 

One wonders how the gap has been created. It appears that the 
answer relates to lack of unity and co-operation among coaches, 
sport scientists and administrators. 

Diehard attitudes towards and perceptions of qualities, roles 
and levels of expertise of each of these professional groups have 
widened the gap 

Just to indicate that a gap exists consider the foilowing exam- 
ple 

Ata recent national junior council meeting, serious discussions 
were held regarding changing the playing rules at national junior 
championships - 

The same championships play an important part in the devel- 
opment of our young players especially now, with Australia’s in- 
volvement in World Cups at three levels (senior, youth and under 
16) 

A suggestion was mace that the coaches should be consulted on 
the possible consequences of the said changes, to which an execu- 
tive replied ‘‘What has it to do with the coaches?. We make the 
rules." 

Certainly a gap exists when this attitude prevails in the devel- 
opment of the game. Consider these misconceptions in the follow- 
ing areas 


THE COACHING FRATERNITY: 


@ Anyone can become a coach — : 

e Having a son on the team Is an important criterion for being 
appointed coach. 

e “I played therefore I can coach” 

e Coaches choose role models for themselves and youngsters 
from professional sport i 

e Adopt attitudes and training techniques that were in vogue 30 
years ago. ‘‘Coach"’ as they were “coached” 


ADMINISTRATORS 


@ Don't appreciate the demands of the playing environment 

e Employ former champion players as coaches irrespective of 
coaching qualifications and ability and refusal to broaden their 
knowledge and improve their coaching technique 

e Believe that what was sufficient 30 years ago in terms of 
facilities, support personnel and scientific imput is still adequate 
io meet today’s challenges. 

e Look backwards in time in order to find solutions. 

e Promote their own existence and the notion that the game 
owes them something 

® Sack coaches 

Although the above may apply only to a low percentage of per- 
sonnel in each category, unfortunately those misconceptions are 
applied to the group as a whole, retarding meaningful inter- 
actions and co-operation among the two groups. 

So what of the future? 

If Australia ever is to be a world soccer power, if we are to 
pursue the ideal that every player should be given a chance to 
achieve his optimal skill level, and allow each player, whatever 
his skill level, to get the most enjoyment and Satisfaction possible 
from his soccer involvement, then a team approach must be utili- 
zed. Such a process has been used by the more advanced soccer 
nations for some time. 

Within a concept like this the coach becomes the leader with 
ultimate responsibility for team preparation, while co-ordinating 
input [rom support personnel, including sports medicine, physio- 
therapists, sport physchologists, exercise physiologists and ad- 
ministrative and managerial personnel. 

The coach needs to have a true appreciation of the nature and 
degree of input available to him from this ‘support crew” to get 
the best results 

Accountability is of the utmost importance if this team ap- 
proach is to work 

There is no doubt that the coach and the players must be held 
accountable for the manner in which their duties have been per- 
ormed within the playing environment. 

Similarly, administrative and managerial personne! should be 
held responsible for their decisions to appoint particular person- 
nel, and the manner in which the personnel performed their du- 
ties
